Says Religion Using 
Government Is 
Not Religion 








JERUSALEM . (NJP) — 
Rabbi Max Nussbaum, of 
Hollywood, had only a few 
but sharp words to describe 
the present withdrawal of 
the religious party from the 
government: 

“A religion that uses a 
government to achieve its 
goal is not worth the scrap 
of paper upon which the 
word religion is written.” 

Meanwhile, attempts were 
being made to patch up the 
differences*which have arisen 
between the United Religious 
party and the Ben-Gurion 
cabinet over the question of 
who should be considered a 
Jew in the new identity 
cards being issued’ by the 
government. 

Former minister of  re- 
ligions Moshe Shapiro, one 
of the two ministers who re- 
signed, warned that the 
identity cards threaten a di- 
vision of the Jewish people 
in and out of Israel. 

Mr. Shapiro’s statement 
echoed a statement by the 
chief rabbinate’s council that 
the new identity card regu- 
lations are in opposition to 
the laws of the Torah. 


N.Y. Hotels Fear 
Extreme Orthodox, 
Ban UJA, Zionists 


JERUSALEM (NJP) —Dr. I. 
S. Rosenberg, deputy minister 
for social welfare, told a press 
conference here that the large 
New York hotels, including the 
Waldorf-Astoria were refusing 
to accept Zionist and United 
Jewish Appeal functions. He 
said the reasons was that the 
hotels feared embarrassing dem- 
onstrations from the extreme 
Orthodox groups who have been 
attacking Israel as irreligious. 

Dr. Rosenberg, who recently 
toured the U. S., had in mind the 
demonstration by followers of 
the Satmar rebbe before the 
White House in Washington. 


Rabbis To Probe 
High Prices 
Of Kosher Meat 


PHILADELPHIA (NJP) 
Conservative rabbis will be in- 
cluded on the committee to 
check into the high price of 
kosher meat, it was decided at 
the conference of delegates rep- 
resenting the city’s Orthodox 
congregations.

He named the Brown and Wil- 
liamson products as_ Viceroy, 
Kool and Raleigh cigarettes. 


“IF THIS FIRM is hit in their 
pocketbook, they will cease yield- 
ing to the Arab countries,” he 
asserted. “Their action will 
show other firms that if they 
too yield to Arab blackmail, 
their products may also face a 
boycott in this country.” 

Morris R. Eisenstein, state 
commander, concurred in the 
call for a boycott of Brown and 
Williamson products.

Students Banning Sale 
Of Viceroys, Kools Told 
Brands Sold To Israel 


dated later than Lewis’ (NJP, 
May 30) Addison Yeaman, pub- 
lic relations head of the Louis- 
ville concern, admitted that the 
British- American Co., which 
owns the Kentucky firm out- 
right, has joined the boycott of 


Israel. The information was 
contained in a letter to Abe 
Shefferman, executive director 


of one of Washington, D. C.’s 
largest congregations. 

The letter sent to the seminary 
students does not mention the 
British-American tobacco com- 
pany at all. 


THE LETTER by Yeaman ex- 
plains that its parent company 
is owner of the brand names, 
Lucky Strike and Pall Mall, 
which it does not sell to Israel 


Yeaman wrote Shefferman 
that “the British-American Co. 
had given instructions to Brown 
and Williamson not to sell Brit- 
ish-American brands to Israel 
as a consequence of a very 
grave and serious threat made 
by certain of the Arab coun- 
tries.” 


“THE DECISION was a very 
hard and difficult one to make,” 
wrote Yeaman, conceding for the 
first time that its parent com- 
pany was in effect participating 
in the Arab boycott of Israel. 
Yeaman added that “no element 
of prejudice, racial, religious or 
otherwise entered into the de- 
cision.” 

The letter received by the 
student council of the Hebrew 
Theological College went on to 
scotch what it said was a rumor 
that the firm did not employ 
Jews. 

(Editor’s Note: This is the 
first intimation that any such 
rumor existed.) 


LEWIS’ LETTER said _ that 
“as to the company’s employ- 
ment of members of the Jewish 
faith, you should know that one 
of our oldest directors in point 
of service and who has been in 
the company’s full-time employ- 
ment for more than 40 years, is 
an active and greatly respected 
member of a Jewish congrega- 
tion . . . and many of the com- 
pany’s responsible positions are 
filled by respected members of 
the Jewish faith.” 

(In America, Lucky Strikes 
and Pall Mall are manufactured 
by the American Tobacco Co., 
which has no connection with 
the British firm.) 

The Presidents Council, made 
up of the presidents of 16 major 
U. S. Jewish organizations has 
listed the Brown and Wil‘iam- 
son company as participating in 
the boycott. The publications 
of many of these organizations 
refused to carry advertisements 
offered them on Viceroy Cigar- 
ettes.

Several months ago a tele- 
phone caller threatened to bomb 
Oakland’s old Jewish community 
center, and an attempt to do so 
may actually have been made, 
according to Harry J. Sapper. 
executive director of the Jew- 
ish Welfare Federation of Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa counties, 
who recalled this incident: 


ABOUT THE TIME of the tele 
phone threat, another phone call 
said the party at the other end 
had a shipment of ping pong 
balls for delivery to the center 
and asked if anyone would be 
present to receive it at an hour 
late in the day. 

Suspicious, Sapper telephoned 
the supposed sender of the ping 
pong balls and learned no such 
package had been sent. 

_ Some extra precautions were 
taken, and that was the end of 
the matter. 

THE CENTER since has 
moved into a new million-dollar 
plant, but no more threats nor 
attempts against it have been 
made. Tires have been slashed 
on some parked autos, but these 
are attributed to juvenile hood- 
lums who have slashed the tires 
of non-Jews as well as Jews 
all over the city. 

Telephone threats also have 
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uals threatened apparently were 
selected at random from the tele- 
phone directory. No effort seems 
to have been made by the threat- 
eners to attack Jewish leaders 

On the wall of a public build- 
ing under construction someone 
scrawled in crayon: “Jews are 
Rats.” 

Police are comparing this ef.- 
fusion with some of a similar 
nature committed many years 
ago. 

There also has been some in- 
crease in the quantity of anti- 
Semitic material sent through 
the mail. 


BOTH the Oakland and San 
Francisco press (San Francisco 
is just across the bay) have 
maintained a_ discreet silence, 
and the public is unaware of 
most of these incidents. Nor is 
the Jewish leadership overly con- 
cerned. 

“Community relations between 
Jews and our neighbors are gen- 
erally very good here,” Sapper 
told The POST and OPINION. 
“TI think these recent incidents 
are just a result of the encour. 
agement which the few silent 
anti-Semites always _ present 
among us received from the anti- 
integrationist bombings in the 
South and the attendant pub- 
licity. 

“There may be some slight 
significance in the fact that in 
the last couple of years Oakland 
has had an infiux of about 20,000 
new residents from the South— 
both whites and Negroes. 

“The police are alert to the 
situation and are giving us ex- 
cellent co-operation.”

EL AL ALMOST DOUBLES PASSENGERS 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—First re- 
ports on the financial success of 
the Britannias put into operation 
last fall by El Al reveal almost 
a doubling of the number of 
passengers and freight hauled, 
and an upsurge in gross income 
which should put. the govern- 
ment-owned airline in the black. 





THE NUMBER of passengers 
increased in the first half of the 
year from 19,000 to 32,000 com- 
pared to the previous year.

Ninety Per Cent of Families 
Affiliated With 3 Congregations 


Over 90 per cent of the Jew- 
ish families of Benton Harbor- 
St. Joseph, Mich., are affiliated 
with one of the community’s 
three houses of worship. 

In addition to an active in- 
terest in the affairs of the Jew- 
ish community, the Jews of the 
twin cities have provided sur- 
prising leadership in the com- 
munity at large. Even though the 
275 Jewish families make up 
only 2.5 per cent of the general 
twin-cities population the state 
representative from that area 
and many of the community 
leaders are Jewish 


THE THREE houses of wor- 
ship which comprise the focal 
point for Jewish activity are the 
Temple Beth El, Reform; Chil- 
Cren of Israel Congregation, 
Conservative; and the Ohava 
Shulem Synagogue, Orthodox.

of worship was not only in line 
with the national tendency but 
was also caused by a movement 
of the Jewish community away 
from the center of town. 


Because of the geographical 
location of the city on the east- 
ern shores of Lake Michigan the 
twin-cities have grown eastward 
and most of the Jewish popula- 
tion has moved in that direction, 
Temple Beth El followed this 
movement ang The Children of 
Israel Synagogue has purchased 
land in the suburbs for a new 
building. This will leave only 
Ohava Shulem Synagogue in the 
old section of town. 

Children of Israel Synagogue 
is the largest in Benton Harbor 
with a membership of 140 fam- 
ilies, Temple Beth El] has a mem- 
bership of just over 100, and 
about 30 families belong to Oha- 
va Shulem. 

Few people in the community 
belong to more than one congre- 
gation, a practice common in 
many smaller cities. 

Both the Reform and the Con- 
servative congregations have 
shown remarkable growth in 
the past ten years. Beth El has 
over 50 per cent. Rabbi Joseph 
Schwartz, Temple Beth El spir- 
itual leader, credited the increase 
in affiliated members mainly to 
more intensive activities within 
the congregations. He added that 
some members were brought in 
by the growth of the commu- 


nity’s principal industry, the 
Whirlpool Corporation. 
CHILDREN of Israel Syna- 


gogue has shown similar growth, 

The Children of Israel Congre- 
gation has bought three acres 
of land at a cost of $6,000 for 
a new building. Plans have been 
made for raising $150,000 for the 
building proper. The move was 
necessary to bring the building 
closer to the homes of the mem- 
bers, and to provide more room 
for the Sunday school. However, 
Dr, Stanley Mesirow, president 
of the congregation, noted that 
the main sanctuary is “almost 
never too crowded.”

Reconstructs Nazi Inhumanity 


NOTES FROM THE WARSAW 
GHETTO, edited and _ trans- 
lated by Jacob Sloan, $5.95 
(McGraw-Hill). 


The ever-capable Mr. Sloan 
has succeeded magnificently in 
reconstructing the discovered 
journals of Emanuel Ringel- 
blum, prototype of Hersey’s Lev- 
inson. 


Ringelblum assembled his ma- 
terial with disciplined skill. They 
remain an unparalleled account 
of Jewish humanity and Nazi 
inhumanity. With family and 


friends, the writer was put to 
death March 1, 1944, 

Sloan has provided a, bio- 
graphical introduction, editorial 


comment, a chronology and in- 
dex, and a Yivo map of the 
ghetto and its environs.

“We've trieq to make 
the voice of youth felt in poli- 
tics, but the ward bosses repress 
us,” sums up one school of 
thought. Others say: “What's 
the use? Show us one case where 
in Israel’s present political align- 
ment any public revolt has suc- 
ceeded *in breaking the control 
of the old-timers.” 
’ Other youth response: What 
Dayan tells us is not new; we 
know all this, but he doesnot 
tell us how to do it. He calls 
on the country to cut its stand- 
ard of living, but we see. the 
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Histadrut, which is the dominant 
element in the nation’s economy, 
putting up luxury office buildings 
for its use. Why should the aver- 
age citizen yield up his petty, 
hard-won luxuries, if the leaders 
don’t set an example? So far 
there has been no sign of a 
grass-roots movement of polili- 
cally conscious youth ofganizing 
to get behind the new Moses and 
his new deal. 

And the entrenched old timers? 
They are openly bitter. They ac- 
cuse Dayan of bandying slogans 
without solutions. They see in 
him a threat to the existing 
order and of course their own 
control. In their opinions this 
Moses should be consigned to 
the political wilderness, never 
to see the Promised Land of 
responsible public office. 


REJECTED by the bosses, un- 
supported by the youth to whom 
he had appealed, Moshe’ Dayan 
appears to stand in glorious soli- 
tude, with only Ben-Gurion sy 
his side. Surprisingly, the two 
together seem to be a multitude. 
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MOMENTOUS MEETING 


Almost unnoted was that meeting in Atlanta of South- 
ern Jewish communities and national Jewish agencies in- 
volved in the sensitive problem of community relations 
work at a time when the integration question is an explo- 
sive issue (NJP, July 4). 

This is a major step forward for the Jewish com- 
munity, because for the first time since 1952 the Anti- 
Defamation League and the American Jewish Committee 
sat down with the local representatives of Southern Jew- 
ish communities and other national agencies in the field, 
and said let’s work together. 

UP UNTIL THIS TIME, there had been no co-ordina- 
tion among the national agencies in their work in the 
Jewish communities of the South. The National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council, which is the agency 
made up of the local community relations councils of more 
than 40 United States Jewish communities, and its ad- 
herents went their way-and the ADL and AJCommittee 
went their way. Neither knew what the other was doing. 

In 1952, the ADL and the AJCommittee withdrew from 
the NCRAC, maintaining that to remain would imperil 
dissent of individual organizations. 

But now these two groups, after considerable pres- 
sure, have announced that they will co-operate in the 
newly organized Southern council with the NCRAC and 
its affiliates. 

THE ATLANTA meeting was convened by the South- 
ern region of the Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds. If Label Katz, president of the Southern 
region, engineered this agreement, then he deserves high 
praise. 

NOW IF THE ADL and the AJCommittee can work 
with the Jewish community relations councils of the South- 
ern Jewish communities, they have no more to lose by 
working with the Jewish community relations councils of 
the rest of the nation, 


WHY NOT? , 


RABBI WOLFE KELMAN’S response to the resolu- 
tion of the Central Conference of American Rabbis (Re- 
form) asking for joint action with the Conservative Move- 
ment to introduce non-Orthodox worship practices into 
Israel (NJP, July 4), took in more territory than was en- 
visaged in the CCAR action. 

The Reform rabbis limited the area of co-operation 
with Conservatism to Israel. 

Rabbi Kelman’s response took in joint action all over 
the world outside of the United States. 

Rabbi Bernard Bamberger, who was named vice-presi- 
dent of the CCAR, and who next year will acceed to the 
presidency of the Reform rabbis, in a talk to the conven- 
tion had urged co-operation between Orthodoxy and Re- 
form. He did not,limit the co-operation to any one area. 

THERE‘'IS NO REASON why the joint action should 
not be extended to all places in the world where non- 
Orthodox congregations might prosper. The World Un- 
ion for Progressive Judaism, the arm of Reform which 
operates outside of the United States, has established a 
notable beachhead in promoting Reform in England, South 
Africa and elsewhere. 

But the work has not gone forward with the kind of 
dispatch that might be possible with greater financial re- 
sources, and more facilities. 

THE CONSERVATIVE movement has laid the ground- 
work for introducing its mode of worship into South 
America, but here, too, the progress has been slow for the 
same reasons. 

A union of forces is only natural then. 

It is pleasant to see United States Jewish groups 
working together in mid-20th Century Jewish history, be- 
cause it means that the leadership is more dedicated to 
the task at hand than at aggrandizing the influence of 
either the organization or of the leadership. This co-op- 
eration is a rarity, and the fruits thereof may not be in- 
considerable. 


WE’RE JUST NOT AFRAID 
ANYMORE 


BOB GAMZEY pointed out in his column in his breezy 
Intermountain Jewish News that the Anti-Defamation 
League’s current reports of a decrease in anti-Semitism do 
not jibe with the overt acts against Jews and Jewish insti- 
tutions that crowd the pages of the press these days. 

At the same time, an ADL top official, Rabbi Arthur 
Gilbert relates to a B’nai B’rith convention (NJP, June 27), 
the results of a series of recent surveys showing many dis- 
abilities:against Jews in the areas of jobs and housing. 

IT DOESN’T add up. 

Anti-Semitism has not decreased. If anything it -is 
greater today than it has been perhaps for 10 years. 

WHAT HAS HAPPENED, however, is that the U. S. 
Jewish community has matured to the point where it 
doesn’t quake everytime someone says he _ doesn’t 
like Jews. Even actual bombings, some of which had they 
been better timed might have taken scores of Jewish lives, 
don’t deter the Jew from doing what he thinks he has to 
do to uphold the morality and precepts that set him apart 
as a Jew. 
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WE CAN SYSTPATHIZE with President 
and Mrs. Itzhak Ben-Zvi and you would too 
if you paused to think that everyone from 
the U. S. visiting Israel feels that his trip is 
a flop unless he can be received by the presi- 
dent of Israel. 

David Ben-Gurion can keep the people 
away (he did it to me) but President Ben- 
Zvi must be guided by other considerations. 


THIS THOUGHT occurred to us as we 
read each day in the Jerusalem Post under 
its “social and personal” column who it was 
that the Ben-Zvis were host to on the previous 
day. 

It’s a better who’s who of American 
Jewry than the volume that goes by that 
name. 


RECENTLY the column noted that the 
Ben-Zvis had received Prof. Salo Baron of 
Columbia University and Mrs. Baron. 

Now this was a refreshing departure. 
It wasn’t the leader of the Bond drive in Los 
Angeles or Davenport or Mobile but a famed 
Jewish historian. 


IN TIME when Israel will have overcome 
to a great extent her financial difficulties, the 
Jewish state will serve as a great impetus 
to normalizing Jewish life in the diaspora. 

Just think of the revolution in Jewish 





life if instead of the head of the local United 
Jewish Appeal drive, Ben-Zvi would receive 
the superintendent of Jewish education of 
that same city. 


IF THE superintendent is wise and values 
his job, he'll politely refuse the invitation, 
but in time both Israel and the Jewish edu- 
cator will feel secure enough, and Israel can 
help to quicken that development: = 


AL SEGAL may not like us calling him 
“venerable old columnist,” but maybe he'll 
appreciate it if we tell him that we still love 
him. He’s now 75 years old. 

Back in the days when we were just 
launching the paper, we were the first to go 
to Cincinnati to arrange for the purchase of 
Al’s column from the American Israelite. 

When The POST and OPINION was 
developed as a national paper and it be- 
came necessary for everything in the paper 
to be written exclusively for it, we dropped 
Al’s delightfully whimsical weekly effusion, 


. but it was not without a wrench in our heart, 


WE WISH AL many more columns—until 
he reaches the traditional 120 years. If ever 
there was a man whose goodness is mirrored 
in his writings, Al Segal is he. 





PINHAS: 


The Ordeal 
of Moses

Wedged between the census of the tribes 
of Israel and the description of the daily and 
festival animal sacrifices, like tender brisket 
between two pieces of stale bread, is the brief 
but moving account of the Lord’s denial to 
Moses of the Promised Land. 

MOSES IS permitted to 
gaze upon the Land across 
the Jordan, but he is not to 
enter it. Moses had been 
impatient in the matter of 
smiting the rock at Meri- 
bah and had thus dishon- 
ored the Lord in the pres- 
ence of the congregation. 

The Lord had decreed 
this punishment and_ the 
Rabbi Weinstein Lord’s decrees are not 
changed—though the Midrash gives in rep- 
etitious detail Moses’ fervid plea for com- 
miseration of the sentence, 

If the decree seems harsh considering 
that Moses had put up with the impatience 
of the people for 40 years—sometimes even 
when the Lord Himself had lost patience— 
we are reminded that with high privilege 
goes high responsibility. 


MOSES WAS TO SET his seal upon the 
character of an eternal people. That seal 
must be as perfect as human character could 
possibly be. Of those to whom much is 
given, much must be requested. 

Is this, then, the end of the matter? Not 
if we take a more probing look. Moses, like 
the builders of Babel, like Prometheus the 
fire-snatcher, is a God forcer. He would in- 
form Nature with God’s urgency—and God 
must be urgent while the people hunger and 
thirst. 

But God will not be forced. He prefers 
to be at one with Nature. The water will 
come in due course from the rock. Man 
takes too much upon himself to lay about 
with his ingenious divining rod. His victories 
are always Pyrrhic. The waters gushed forth 
at Meribah, but Moses was denied to the 
people when they needed him most. 


EVERY TIME an airplane falls into the 
sea, the melted wings of Icarus hover over it. 
Every time a mechanical or human failure 
turns a train track or an expressway into a 
charnel house, the vultures pluck anew at 
Prometheus’ gut. This does not mean, of 
course, that man must put away his divining 
rod and let Nature take its course. Nature 
enforces its own less spectacular cruelties, 

John Hersey, in The Single Pebble, gives 
us a most graphic picture of the rapacious 
tyranny of the Yangtze and the cold indiffer- 
ence of the rock cliffs that conspire to squeeze 
the river to the sticking point and aim it at 
the threat of man, You share the American 


engineer’s impatience to bring the dynamite 
and blow the jagged teeth of the flowing 
tiger and dam its water into a captured, well- 
trained lake. 


SUPPOSE SOME PEOPLE are immured 
in the foundations of that dam or are de- 
stroyed in the mechanical failures of the ma- 
chinery! They will number less than the 
lives of the coolies who are slowly worn out 
in dragging the boats and barges against the 
river’s raging tide. 

Man must contend against both Nature 
and God for his blessing. Did not Jacob 
wrestle with God and become Israel? The 
Lord loves a good fighter. I prefer to think 
He was not punishing Moses but rather re- 
warding him. He retired him at the height 
of his powers and reputation. He spared him 
the disillusion and the heartache of the new 
beginning in the over-promised land He let 
the younger Joshua devise the new measures 
required by the changed circumstances of 
the new day. 

The Lord, Einstein reminds us, is subtle. 
He is never plain mean.

Blumenthal Likens Justification of Genocide 
In Bible to Nazi Reasons for Killing All Jews

JT want to comment upon Rab- 


bi Donin’s reply to my discus- 
sion of word-for-word revela- 
tion (NJP, July 4). 

This year marks the 100th an- 
niversary of the publication of 
Charles Darwin’s “The Origin 
of Species.” Fundamentalist re- 
ligion, Jewish and Christian, 
fought against Darwin’s theories. 
They lost that battle, and soon 
learned to adjust their inter- 
pretation of the Bible to accom- 
modate it to the new learning 

NOW SOME of them are fight- 
ing the battle against the find- 
ings of archeology and philology. 
They will lose this battle, too. 
The best universities of the 
world, Oxford, Cambridge, Har- 
vard, Yale, Columbia, University 
of Pennsylvania, Chicago, etc., 
and the Conservative and Reform 
seminaries are producing schol- 
ars in the field of Bible and 
Semitic and non-Semitiec civili- 
zations in the Fertile Crescent. 
It is ironic that the only places 
in the world where the Bible 
cannot be studied with true 
scholarship are the Orthodox in- 
stitutions in America and 
throughout the world. 

I raised a number of ethical 
problems about the law in the 
Bible. Rabbi Donin tries to ex- 
plain them away. He believes 
that God would ordain in His 
Law, the death penalty for vio- 
lating the Sabbath, etc., “while 
severely limiting the implementa- 
tion of the capital punishment,” 
in the Oral Law. 

RABBI DONIN chose his 
words carefully, “severely limit- 
ing” the death penalty, But not 
eliminating it! In other words 
in rare and remote circumstances 
Cod commands us to apply the 
Ceath penalty for violating the 
Sabbath, cursing a parent, etc. 

My God-given conscience tells 
me that such a person requires 
psychiatric care. Am I to believe 
that God cares less for such 
unfortunates? 

There are other laws which 
force Orthodoxy into stranger 
rationalizations, 

WHY DID God have to say 
“an eye for an eye” leaving 
it to the rabbis to argue whether 
he really meant it? And whea 
they conclude that He meant 
only a monetary payment, we 
say that He had said so in the 
Oral Law originally. Why did 
God say “and Thou shalt cut 
off her hand, thine eye shail 
have no pity’ when the Oral 
Law insists that monetary com- 
pensation is meant? Would it 
not have been simpler, certainly 
more direct to call for monetary

compensation in the first in- 
stance? 

I am most concerned with Rab- 
bi Donin’s quotation from Pro- 
fessor Albright. Is there not a 
great inconsistency in quoting 
from Prof. Albright, who very 
clearly rejects the concepts of 
word-for-word revelation? 

FURTHERMORE, Prof. Al- 
bright was referring to the diffi 
cult ethical problem involved in 
the extermination of the Canaa- 
nites. There is a callousness 
about the destruction of a whole 
people, which in my opinion is 
very unbecoming to us as Civil- 
ized human beings. Had Hitler 
succeeded in exterminating all of 
the Jews, some historian of the 
future probably would have sai- 
that history justified such 
cruelty. Some Southerners un- 
doubtedly would love to extermi- 
nate all the Negroes. A South. 
ern historian would have been 
able to justify that, too. 

This is a vicious doctrine which 
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the rabbis rejected. There is a 
midrash which depicts the angels 
up in heaven about to sing their 
praise to God when the Egyp- 
tians were destroyed at the Red 
Sea. God rebukes them with the 
words, “Would ye sing while 
the creations of my hand (the 
Egyptians) are drowning?” This 
is Judaism ang not Rabbi Donin’s 
justification of the extermination 
of the Canaanites. I believe the 
Prayer Book when it says “For 
Thou does not desire the death 
of the sinner but that he turn 
from his way and live.” 


THE ONLY reason for these 
and many more difficulties is to 
be. found in the belief in word- 
for-word revelation. Everything 
in this revelation is to be de- 
fended as just and righteous! 

I am sorry, but I cannot go 
along with him. Would Rabbi 
Donin defend slavery because 
the Bible ordains it? Will Rabbi 





Donin defend polygamy because 
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it is practiced in the Bible and 
not forbidden? 

It may be very convenient 
(where have I heard this argu- 
ment before?) to accept the in- 
terpretation of Maimonides about 
sacrifices, but did the main 
stream of Judaism accept it? 


THERE IS a promise that a 
third Temple will be built, one 
which will never be destroyed 
and it is for this Temple that 
Orthodoxy prays every day that 
the sacrifice may be reinstituted. 
As late as 1904, David Hoffman 
insisted that the sacrificial sys- 
tem will be reinstituted. 

Does Rabbi Donin believe in 
witches and ghosts because the 
Bible does? Remember the witch 
of Endor actually conjured up 
the ghost of Samuel, 


I DID NOT ralse the problem 
of the Canaanites, but I did raise 
the problem of the Amalekites 
about whom we are told, “Thou 
shalt wipe out the memory of 
the Amalekites from under the 
heavens. Thou shalt not forget.” 

This was a commandment to 
every Jew who has lived since 
that time, Rabbi Donin justifies 
this commandment on the basis 
of the wickedness of these peo- 
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ple. I prefer the manner in which 
the rabbis solved the problem. 

They, too, were revolted by 
the idea, and they said that when 
Sennacherib conquered the East- 
ern World, he mixed up all the 
peoples so that it is impossible 
to know who is and who is not 
an Amalekite. Therefore, the law 
cannot be applied. 

The Bible is a great document 
which mirrors man’s struggle 
to achieve godliness. “in this 
struggle man was inspired by 
God. Whatever faults are to be 
found in it come from man’s 
failing, not God’s. Any other in- 
terpretation will not stand the 
test of common sense.
